PARIS, June 22.—(AP)—Red 
flags flew over ships ‘in Marseille 
harbor today when sailors struck. 
Rightists clashed with police and 
leftists here for the third successive 
day. 

Sailors aboard French ships in 
Marseille signalized the first walk- 
out by running up the red banners: 
then they forcibly prevented offi- 
cers from obeying owners’ instruc- 
tions to remove the flags. 

The walkout affected 50 ships. 
Several hundred passengers who 
were ready to sail on three liners 
for Mediterranean ports went 
ashore, but the sailors refused to 
move their baggage. 

The passengers suffered further 
discomfort because of a hotel strike 
which left only two establishments 
open. Many sought to spend the 
night in private homes. 

Sailors struck, occupying the ships, 
when the owners asked for time to 
consider union demands of a 40-hour 
week. 

Most officers left €i@ ships when 
their orders to lower the red flags 
were disobeyed, warning the sailors 
they assumed “grave responsibilities.”

FARLEY PREDICTS 
TWO-THIRDS RULE 
WILL Be DROPPED 


Opposition to Abolition 
of Century-Old Nomi- 
nating Requirement Is 
Declared To Be Wilting. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 22.—(#)— 


After a day of nose counting, James 
A. Farley, the democratic program 
maker, predicted tonight that the par- 
ty’s trouble-breeding two-thirds nom- 
inating rule would be abolished by 
this convention with little more than 
a whisper of opposition. 

He observed with a broad smile that 
he couldn’t help it if the convention 
turned out to be a love feast despite 
the shunting aside of the century-old 
rule which required that to obtain the 
presidential nomination a candidate 


must have the vote of two-thirds of | 


the delegates, 

“The northern and western states 
are all in favor of abolishing the rule 
and what opposition there is among 
the southern states seems to be chiet- 
ly vocal,” Farley said. 

The chairman added that in talks 
with state leaders he had recommend- 
ed they vote as they pleased but that 
he expected moat of them to fayor 
scrapping the rule. , 

Unanimous Vete Seen. 

“From the sentiment I've heard ex- 
pressed, as a matter of fact,” Farley 
said, “it would appear we could abol- 
ish the rule by an unanimous vote— 
as we're going to nominate the Presi- 


dent and vice president—if we went to 


The national chairman said he had 
heard no discussion of a proposal— 
made among some of the southern dele- 
gations—that if the two-thirds rule 
should be abolished they should par- 
ticipate in a new “bonus system.” 

Under the proposal, states which 
earry the load, year in and year out, 
for the democratic party would re- 
ceive additional delegates in conven- 
tions, giving them an increased voting 
power to make up for the loss of veto 
they have under existing rules.

10. EMPLOYMENT 
IN MONTH OF MAY 


Secretary Perkins Re- 
ports Gain of $6,700,000 
Over April; Further Ad- 
vances Are Indicated. 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—(?)— 
An increase in employment and pay 
rolls during May in contrast to usual 
seasonal trends was reported today 
by the Labor Department. 

The department said that 88,000 
workers were returned to employment 
last month and total weekly pay rolls 
increased approximately $6,700,000 
over April. 

Secretary Perkins said that such an 
increase for May had not been regis- 
tered since the boom May months of 
1922 and 1923. Usually, she said, em- 
ployment and pay rolls fall off in that 
month, reflecting the summer decline 
in business, 

The labor secretary attributed part 
of the increased employment in the 
building material industries to repair 
work being done at summer resorts, 
which she said indicated they expected 
a good summer trade. 

“Steady Activity.” 

“I have found everywhere I have 
been there is an underlying steady ac- 
tivity,” whe said, characterizing the 
employment increase “unusual and 
contraseasonal.” 

The department reported that dur- 
ing May there were 650,000 more 
workers employed than in May, 1935, 
and that there was a weekly pay roll 
increase of $36,000,000 over May of 
last. year. 

The figures were based on reports 
from 135,000 manufacturing and non- 
manufacturing industries. 

Factory employment during May, 
the department said, continued the up- 
swing such as :has been reported 


monthly since Jandary. A return te| 
employment of 48,000 Workers was “re. | 


ported in May, raising this employ- 
ment index to the highest level since 
October, 1930, 
Upward Trend in Prospect, 

Widespread employment gains were 
reported in the durable goods indus- 
tries which Miss Perkins said should 
indicate a general upward trend im 
employment because these industries 
usually were the last to reflect in- 
creased business. The May employ- 
ment index for this group exceedéd the 
level of any month since October, 
1930. 

Twétve of the 16 non-manufactur- 
ing industries surveyed showed in- 
creased employment in May over 


April. Increases in the 12, the report 
said, more than offset declines in the 
other four, resulting in a net gain of 
almost 45,000 workers. 

Substantial employment gains were 
reported in private building construe: 
tion, anthracite mining, quarrying, 
and metal mining industries. A gain 
of 14.8 in the private building con- 
struction industry was larger than in 
any May the past four years.

PHILADELPHIA, June 22.—(AP) 
Paying little open heed to rumbles 
of thunder on the far right and left, 
democratic delegates tonight moved 
serenely and festively toward the 
formal opening of their national con- 
vention tomorrow. 

Beneath the harmony-tinted sur- 
face of a gathering set to cheer and 
unanimously renominate Roosevelt 
and Garner, there was some bitter 
talk——fighting words thrown at Al 
Smith because of his “oust Roose- 
velt’”’ statement of last night. But ac- 
tual convention disturbances appear- 
ed likely to be minor indeed. The 
campaign ahead; of course, was an- 
other matter. 

In fact, barring the apparent im- 
probability of Smith taking his seat 
as a delegate, only two major conven- 
tion question marks remained risible.

Some thought the President's plat- 
form proposals might contain a “‘sur- 
prise.”

the resolutions committee. He was 
“too worn” out to serve, said the man 
who has opposed some of the Roose- 
velt currency moves. 

Talk likewise circled out from the 
action of the Georgia delegation in re- 
placing Governor Talmadge, New Deal 
critic, as a national committeeman. 
Clark Howell Sr., Atlanta publisher, 
was elected in his stead. 

James A. Farley, national commit- 
tee chairman, held a press conference 
in a hotel jammed to the doors with 
delegates and noise. Outside, crowds 
lined the flag-festooned marquee after 
the manner of a movie premiere. In- 
side and out were all the symptoms of 
convention fever. 

“Let Smith Come.” ' 

“Absolutely not,” Farley snapped in 
answer to a question of ‘whether the 
call upon the delegates to “take a 
walk’ away from Roosevelt, made yes- 
terday by Smith and four other in- 
surgents and now officially received 
here, would be presented to the. ¢on- 
vention. He took the attitude that if 
Smith wanted to start a fight here, 
let him come. 

“This is a democratic convention,” 
said Farley. “Smith is a delegate. 
The floor is his if he wants it.” 

Governor Lehman of New York, 
who once had the backing of the 1928 
democratic presidential nominee, was 
another who hit at Smith. He en- 
joyed, said Lehman, the support of 
“only a handful of democrats.’ 

At least one man, Alfred J. Ken- 
nedy, alternate delegate from New 
York city, called upon Smith to come 
before the convention. The former 
New York governor tonight had not 
said yes or no—although few expected 
him to come. Nor would he reply. in in

HE HELD FOR 28 YEARS 

Clark Howell Sr. is the president 
and editor of The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion. His return to the democratic 
national committee finds practically 
all of the leaders with whom he served 
in years gone by missing. William 
Jennings Bryan, Norman £. Mack, 
Champ Clark, Tom Taggart, all out- 
standing figures of bygone days, have 
passed on. 

Mr. Howell served+ as Georgia’s 
democratic national committee for 2% 
years, from 1896 to 1924, being first 
elected when he was only 33 years 
old. Previously, he had gone to the 
conventions of 1888 as a reporter and 
1892 as a delegate. He has attended 
every convention since 1888 as a re- 
porter, delegate vr national commit- 
teeman. 

Mr. Howell first entered politics in 
1887 as a member of the Georgia house 
of representatives from Fulton coun- 
ty. e served three terms in the 
house, serving as speaker during his 
third term. 

In 1900 he was elected to the atate 
senate and served three consecutire 
two-year terms. For the last five otf 
his #ix years in the senate he was 
president of that branch of the 4as- 
sembly. 

Mrs. Price is the editor of the Lonis- 
ville News and Farmer, one of the 
state's best known weekly newspapers, 
She is the wife of Judge Rufus Gor- 
don Price, of the city court of Louis- 
ville. She is the daughter of James 
B. Polhill Sr., and a granddaughter of 
the late J. H. Polhill, a forceful demo- 
cratic leader of middle and south Geor- 
gia in the days of reconstruction.

Nye submitted a far-reaching neu- 
trality plank to tne G. O. P. resolu- 
tions committee in Cleveland.

to select relief workers from the un- 
emysoyed on relief or those certified 
as “in need of relief.” r 

Quotas fixing the number of work- 
ers and the amounts to be spent in 
each state will be fixed shortly, offi- 
cials said, adding that WPA would 
provide an average of 2,300,000 jobs 
during the 12 months beginning 
July 1 

This program, contrasting with the 
peak of 3,038,973 WPA workers at 
the end of last February, will permit 
only a few thousand not now em- 
ployed by WPA to obtain jobs, of- 


ficials said. 

Greater flexibility in selection, 
however, will be possible to provide 
for some needy who under the pres- 
ent rules have difficulty in obtaining 
either work relief jobs or direct re- 
lief from local or state governments.

PEACE PLANK SOUGHT 
BY DEMOCRATIC WOMEN 

PHILADELPHIA, June 22.—(/)— 
A strongly worded peace plank was 
the first product today of the women’s 
committee for suggestions on the dem- 
ocratic platform. 

Stronger neutrality legislation, tak- 
ing the profits out of-war, and “a de- 
fense policy based upon a defense of 
our soil from invasion and not of 
our interests abroad” were specified. 

Representative Caroline O’Day, 
chairman of the committee of 14 wom- 
en, said peace was put first because 
most democratic women wrote de- 
manding that it be made paramount. 

She hinted at planks which perhaps 
may follow by naming other subjects 
most stressed in letters from all sec- 
tions of the country—strengthening 
the Social Security Act, for the child 
labor amendment, for greater recogni- 
tion of women in the par'~- and in 
public service, and for repeal of a 
clause of the economy act barring a 
woman from government employment 
if her husband is a government 
worker. 

“We will concentrate on as few 
planks as possible,” said Mrs. O'Day. 
“Three, four or five perhaps. Much 
that we’re for the men also are for. 

“Personally, I think it’s terrible to 
have a defense appropriation of a bil- 
lion and a half next year while the 
Department of State, our first line of 
dense, has only thirteen million.”

CAPTAIN VANCOUVER’S 
TRAVELS. 


I1il—Tahiti and a Coast Trip. 

The people of Tahiti had English 
visitors before, and were happy over 
the arrival of Vancouver's ships. Hard- 
ly was anchor cast before dozens of 
canoes were paddled to the sides of 
the vessels, each canoe coming to bid 
them welcome. 
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Friendly Ceve, Nootka Seund, 


Captain Vanconver and a few com- 
rades went ashore to make a visit to 
Tahiti’s ruler. The chief was away on 
a visit to another island, but the Eng- 
lish were received by the chief's son, 
a boy of ten years, who took the part 
of acting ruler very well. To the cap- 
tain he gave a present of a plantain 
leaf and a pig. Later the natives gave 
dozens of pigs to the whites. 

Vancouver spoke of the natives as 
being “Indians,” but they were of'a 
different stock than North American 
Indians. Their skins were of a rather 
light brown color, and their nature 
seemed lighthearted and free. They did 
everything they could to make their 
visitors feel at home, giving them 


fowls and vegetables to eat, as well as . 
pigs. :

Not long before a ship called the 
Bounty had visited Tahiti. The natives 
told Vancouver of the mutiny and 
of how some of the sailors had gone 
to an unknown port. They had reached 
Pitcairn’s island, but neither the na- 
tives nor the English knew it. 


Rather sorry to leave lovely Tahiti, 
the men of the Discovery and the 
Chatham set sail again. They visited 
the Hawaiian islands (then known as 
the Sandwich islands), and afterward 


went almost straight east to the Cali- 


fornia coast. ; 

Next the voyagers went northward 
past the Oregon shore. They were 
anxious to find a river or arm of the 
sea which might stretch eastward far 
enough to provide a water route to the 
Atlantic. Oddly enough they missed 
the mouth of the great Columbia river, 
but Captain Vancouver made notes 
about the natural beauties he saw 
along the coast of the present states 
of Oregon and Washington. These in- 
cluded mountains and tall fir trees. 


At last an inlet of the sea was 
found, a strait which had been named 
after a Spaniard. Spanish, as well as 
British explorers bad been in the re- 
gion before and there bad been dis- 
putes as to whether Spain or Great 
Britain should own the land. This was 
an extra reason for Vancouver to make 
the trip, besides the effort to find an 
eastward waterway. He was to talk 
over the terms of a treaty between the 
two nations with a Spanish leader, 
and to try to work things out in « 
friendly, peaceful way. 

In our next story we shall see what 
happened when the captain sailed inte 
Friendly Cove, Nootka sound, and met 
Senor Quadra, the man who spoke for 


Spain.

The Tulip Pattern Has Many Uses 


By FLORENCE La GANKE. 


The tulip pattern which Nancy 
worked out for the bridge table cover 
and which she gave to Doris, whose 
wedding day was getting close, had 
so pleased Dorrie that Nancy design- 
ed a larger motif. She had planned it 
originally as a quilting design but 
Doris said she waa going to use it 
for plate doilies, for motifa on the 


end of a serving table cover and 80, 


on. As Doris soon found out the vir- 
tue of this pattern is two-fold. First, 
it is exceedingly graceful and pretty, 
second it is easy to work eince there 
is no break in the line of embroidery 
that makes the tulip, its stem and 
leaves. A continuous line ingeniously 
curved, does the trick. 

In using it for a quilting pattern 
Nancy suggests that the design whica 
is given working drawigg size (one- 
quarter of the pattern) be traced onto 
lightweight cardboard. It will be best 
to complete the circle, tarning the pa- 
per pattern so that it becomes each 
quarter of the circle, in turn. 

Then the design may be traced, Ur 
it may be perforated and tracing pow- 
der sifted through. A hot iron sets 
the tracing powder for embroidery. 

If possible to make, Nancy suggests 
that the pattern be made into a sten- 
cil. Then the design can be put on 
_-the quilt with little diffieulty. 

To cut a stencil, choose a eharp 
penknife. Lay the eardboard pattern 
on a wood surface that will not be 
ruined by a few knife marks. 

Make two parallel cuts, close to 
gether along the design. At inter: 
vals lift the knife from the paper so 
that you have small sections of back 
ground cardboard left. Otherwise you 
would eut ont the pattern entirely. 
These little pieces are frequently call- 
ed “Brides” and keep the design, which 
ia being cut out, tied to the back- 


ground. 


After the stencil is ent it is laid 
on the material. 
lead pencil may be used. The lead 
ie sharpened to a flat point so that it 
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will slide along in the harrow cut- 
out track of pattern. The marking 
is done lightly.

There was little to the play. North 


chose to open his fourth best heart, 
South’s king was allowed to hold, and 
the suit was continued, declarer win- 
ning the second round. With his only 
entry gone, West properly chose to try 
for as many diamond tricks as pos- 
sible. He led the ‘three and finessed 
dummy’s jack. South won with the 
queen and shifted to a low club. De- 
clarer put up the queen on the one 
hope that South was underleading the 
ace-king, but North won and cashed 
his good hearts. After that he return- 
ed the club eight, South took the ace 
and continued the suit, North cashing 
two more tricks. South still had 
dummy’s diamond suit stopped and 
the contract thus was held to the four 
top tricks in the East-West hands. 
The 800-point penalty was the reward 
for safe bidding methods.

HITLER TRAINS YOUTH 
FOR MOTORIZED ARMY 


100,000 Annually Are Enter- 
ed for Service; 28 Schools 
Established. 


BERLIN. June 22.—(4)—Motor- 
wise young men, ready to begin serv: 
ice in a motorized army, are being 
turned out at the rate of 100,000 an- 
nually by 28 schools in Hitler’s third 


reich. 
Long before Mussolini showed the 
world what a motorized army could 


do, Hitler -was building the schools. 
Now the schools are helping to build 
his new army, which is organized for 
speed. 

For such an army the recruit who 
knows the ins and outs of a carbureter 
is just as valuable, if not more valu- 
able, than the lad who knows his man- 
ual of arms. : 

As a matter of fact, the youths who 
come to these schools to be put 
through an_ intensive 
course already have received cbnsider- 
able pre-military training in the Hitler 
youth organizations. As a result, they 
are far from being ordinary raw re- 
cruits when the motorized divisions of 
the army take them in hand for fur- 
ther training. 

They do not as a rule go directly 
from motor school into the army. 
After completing their four-weeks 
course, they are supposed to go back 
to school or job until the army calls 
for them. 

The 28 training schools are called 
“motor sport schools” and are part 
nationalist-socialist motor

Infantry : will always remain the 
backbone of an army, according to 
Major General Edward Croft, chief 
of infantry, U. S. A., who paused in 
Atlanta yesterday on his way from 
Washington to Fort Benning, Ga.. 
Major General Croft will participate 
in graduating exercises at the School 
of Infantry at Fort Benning, the 
largest training school for officers of 
the army.

Rapetti, who was born in Como, 
Italy, was asked to help mould the 
statue by Bartholdi, who supervised 
the work on France's’ gift to the 
United States. Rapetti’s name ig in- 
scribed on the crown of the statue. 

Rapetti was brought to this coun- 
try in 1889 by William Ordway Par- 


he was associated for more than 30 
years. At the turn of the century Ra- 
petti won first prize at the World’s 
Fair in Paris. 

His heroic-size statue of Alexander 
Hamilton was placed on the campus 
of Columbia University in New York, 
and his statue of Thomas Jefferson 
stands before the school of journalism 
there. 

Rapetti’s figure of General. U. 8. 
Grant, astride a horse, was presented 
to Brooklyn by the Union League 
Club in 1896. His Nathan Hale 
stands at St. Paul, Minns., his Shake- 
speare is in Lincoln park, Chicago, and 
his Horace Greeley is in the great 
journalist’s home town, Chappaqua, 
New York. 

One of his better known religious 
works was his “Pieta,” which is in St. 
Patrick’s cathedral, New York. Much 
of the ornamental relief in the Epis- 
copal cathedral in Washington is his, 
also the famous “peace head” in the 
Metropolitan Museum, New York, and 
“Hearing Home,” in the Coreoran gal- 
lery, Washington.

BRITAIN WILL REFUSE 
10 RECOGNIZE VICTORY 


Government Seeks To Avert 
Downfall by Placating 
Opposition. 


LONDON, June 22.—(UP)-—Great 
Britain will not recognize Italy's an- 
nexation of Ethiopia, Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden declared in the 
house of commons today. 


“His majesty’s government has no). 


intention at the forthcoming meeting 
of the League of Nations to propose 
or assent to recognition of Italy's an- 
nexation of Abyssinia,” Eden said. 

Eden’s statement was intérpreted as 
an attempt to strengthen the govern- 
ment’s position before tomorrow’s de- 
bate in the house of commons on a la- 
borite motion to censure the govern- 
ment for lifting anti-Italian sanctions. 
If the motion is carried, the govern- 
ment will be obliged by tradition to 
resign, 

The foreign secretary revealed that 
Britain has granted permission to the 
fugitive Emperor Haile Selassie to 
maintain communications through the 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan with armed 
forces which are supposedly still loyal 
to him in the unoccupied areas of west- 
ern Ethiopia. 

“On May 1, the emperor of Abys- 
sinia asked the British minister - at 
Addis Ababa whether it would be pos- 


tained through: the Sudan in the event 
he was driven to reorganize his armed | 
defenses from a base in western Abys- 
sinia in the neighborhood of the fron- 
tier,” Eden said. 

“Sir Sidney Barton replied that .it 
was a matter for the government, but 
believed that in the contingency con- 
templated, existing communications 
with Sudan would be maintained. He 
was subsequently informed that his 
majesty’s government fully approved 

Eden said western Ethiopia is‘ oc- 
cupied by the Galla population, which 
is hostile to the emperor and fre- 
quently rose against him during the 
war. 

“Since there is no authority there 
to whom arms could be shipped, we 
are unable to také the responsibility 


which might only promote strife and 
would not aid the emperor,” Eden said. 

“In event a government were in- 
stalled in western Abyssinia and made 
responsible to the emperor, would 
there be any  objectiOn to sending 
arms,” a member of the commons 
asked. 

“That would create an entirely dif- 
ferent situation,” Eden replied.
